After vou haue thus tourned it foure o2 ſiue tymes, take 
vp together pour paſt, ¢ pou ſhall fee howe much there is 
come out, foꝛ of the firſt there ſhould come forth koure 02 
fue vntes ¢ a balfe, € that is to be vnderſtand ik the lapis 
laſuli, be of the fineſt, ¢ there choulde no lette come out. 


And becauſe it is the firſt, ſet it apart by it {elf: fo2 it is the 
true beyond ſea Azure. By this ſame maner € way cone | 


tinue to get out the ſelfe lyke asure whiche ſhalbe the fo:

Vet neuertheletle, the fone map be fo eupl that pe 
Mall gain nothing at all, but rather be a great loſer. 


The maner how to wafhe and purifie the Azures affoone 
as they be gotten out of the paſte. 


\ 7 Hen pou haue gotten them oute of the paſte , and 
haue taken out ÿ water, put bpon them fome (wet) 
lie that is cleare, e waſhe them bandfomelpri pour 


hands. And fo fall you do to euerp fort of the azures, cche 


one by himſelk, x empty out eche ok the waters a part, and 
let the ſaid waters ſettle before pou put them into theyz 
bafons , and waſhe them fo often vntill they be cleanſed 
krom all maner of greaſe oꝛ fatte of the paſt. Then renſe 
them thꝛe oꝛ foure tymes with frefbe € colde water to the 
intent they sape be the moze purikied e made cleane. 


To purifie partfitely the azures with th cjiyelkes of 
hennes egges. 


Jau the pelkes ol fine o2 fire egges of Hennes that 
haue bene nurriſhed ¢ fed w toꝛne, and not w graffe, 
t perce the pelke with fome ſharpe popnted thing, € 
fpainkle it here t there as men do ople vpon ſalades, vpon 
the azures a litle vpon eche ſoꝛt, do ſo in euerp baſen and 
incoꝛpoꝛate wel together with your hand the egge wrth 
the azure, than waſhe it agapn with ſtrong ſwete lie, and 
wache it fo longe vntill pou fe it tome oute as cleare as 
pou did put it in: then rynſe it thee oꝛ foure tymes tupth 
kreſhe water, and this is the true maſhing and the parfite 
purifipng which geueth a glolſe vnto al azures, and this 
ſecrete do all the ercelient mayſters tie , and aboue al 
thynges let the water alwapes ſettle befoꝛe pon emptye 
it out into the other baſpns, fo pou ſhoulde diminiſhe to

much the greater maſte of Azure. There is pet another 
goodly ſecrete foꝛ to geue a gloffe vnto the ſapde asures, 
which is vnknowen to many men, and that is when the 
asure is well waſhed € purified as is befoze mentioned. 
Take the gallof a bull, e bꝛeake it bpon the azures, as 
pou bpd the pelke of the Egge atcoꝛdyng as the azure is 
vppon euerp ſozt. Then rubbe them well with pour hand 
and twalh them as before, And note, that all theſe maners 
ol purifipngs are made one after another, when the azu⸗ 
res be out ot the paſte, and pou thal make al the ſapd puri:

{= is neceflary to ſtrapne beyond fea azure, t other alſo 
I it haply there be any greaſe oꝛ filthe oz anp peres of the 
pate remaining in it:fo2 theſe asures muſt be meruep⸗ 
ious well oꝛdered € trimmed, as we haue here before 
mencioned. And therefore pou ſhall do thus. The lal wa 
ter § pou ſhall geue them after they be purified,pou thal 
paſle it thozotw a ſarſe 02 fine: then thoꝛo another that is 
fyner,¢ the laſt tyme thoꝛow a ſtrainer, € when pou wyll 
make theſe waſhings, alwapes let the water ſtande vn⸗ 
tyll it be cleare, oꝛ els pou ſhall take bp the water by lytle 
and lytle wyth a ſponge , but take heede that the azure 
enter not into the ſponge. And alter that vou haue taken 
all the waters thus vp, let the azures be in their baſens, 
let them dꝛpe in the lhadow € not in the ſunne, koꝛ it is not 
good foꝛ it. And ſpecially keepe all pour woꝛke from duſt 
and all other immundicities and kplthe: and when they 
be dꝛye take them vp afligently eche one by bimfelfe, e fo 
put them in bagges of leather in the ſmotheſt ſyde and 
when it is bounde vp rubbe it well with pour hands, fo2 
it is made fpne by that meanes. And the longer it remai⸗ 
neth made, the better colour it getteth tube vou holde it 
in a She artes and et pou topl fue agapn pour azures Fo? fae 
aks 
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make them of price dalue , pou mulle put them ones 
againe to incozpoꝛate into the ſtronge pat folowing the 
maner and oder beloꝛe declared, and let them remain fo 
thꝛe dapes:then take them in like ſoꝛt as we haue ſhewed 
pou before: And the oftencr pou do thus, the Fpner it wyll 
Ware . It is true that it will diminiche alwapes in the 
weight, but pet fo to put it in woꝛke, one vnce wil go as 
karre as thꝛe vnces of the other, and theretoꝛe pon malte 
be diligent in all thinges , € (pecially in the wathinges, 
leaſt pon ſhould loſe pour labour.

To make blacke Sope for clothes, with all the fygnes and 
tokens that it geueth and maketh in boyling. 


CE Ake thirty pounde of vnlleckt white lyme, if pou can 
get it, and that is in great whole peces € not in pou⸗ 
der , foure fkoze and ten pounde of the ſtrongeſt 

aſhes pou can ſynde. Then oer and dꝛeſſe the aſhes 

rounde aboute the lyme, in foꝛme and maner of Morter, 
and ſpꝛynekle with a Bꝛoome weate in water the ſmall 
peces of lime a little at ones and often, to the intent that 
the fire male enter in toit, and whan it is well mollifico 
cui augmente by reaſon of the beate which is in it, let 

there be two of pou, the one to incoꝛpoꝛate well with a 

ſpade o) ſhouell the iyme with the athes , and the other 

to ſpꝛynckle water with p Bꝛoome well vpon it e rounds 
about it, to the intent there riſe no pouder oꝛ duft of it. 

And let al be ſo wel mired, that a man map not know 02 

diſcerne the lime from ÿ duſt oz aſhes, € water it ſo much 

round aboute, that in taking a handkul of the fame mate 

tere in wꝛinging it, it cleue together. Gnd when pou fe p 

it raiſeth no moꝛe pouder oꝛ Dull, geue it no moze water. 

This done tloſe bp togither al this moꝛter w pour ſpade, x

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Heatethand boyleth being in a heape, and whan it ma⸗ 


keth chinckes oz cleftes about it, it is a ſigne that it is ri⸗ 
ſen. And ik it be in cold weather pou map couer it, foꝛ fear 
that it take no told and io loſe his heate, foꝛ then it wonld 
make no good Magiſtrale. WMhan all this is done, 
ſtraine the fapde matter in a vellel of earth, hauing a hole 


in the bottome, being couered with a lytle ſtrawe, and a 


diſhe oucr it, to the intent that the matter mape runne in 
tyme: and whan pou put it in pꝛeſſe egallp euerp where 
as much as pou can, and let it be alwapes euen aboue: 
than poboꝛe vppon it ſome whote water, oz cls do as fols 
loweth, as 4 my ſelfe do. Make ready fixe oꝛ eyght payles 
full of the ſtrapned Lie „ and potwze it on the vellell 4 
meane of the firſt which is good, and at the firffe put in 
two 02 th2e paples full, the which being ſuncke downe, 
put in as muche moꝛe, and open not the hole in the bots 
tome, vntill al the matter be dꝛunck vp: then let it runne 
out by litle and litle, and Lecaufe pou map the better

That is to ſape, in takyng a lptle ot it 
with a fpsone , and puttynge it into a Iptle earthen 
dilhe, and let it coole, than cut it with a lytle ſtycke, and 
it it cloſe together agayne, it is a ſygne that it is ſodden 
inough: And it it do not cloſe together agapne, it is not, 
and therefore finiſhe the ſeethyng ol it.

il pou wyll haue it ſtronge take it ot, fo2 being made it re 
tourneth to his colour again, but it remaineth til ſtrong.

pour tonge. And when it is fo ſtrong tt hath neede ofthe 
fourth Pagiſtrale lie wyth alptle Oyle. And ik it were 
to fofte ( whiche thyng pou thal knowe by pour tonge) it 
hath neede of the firſt Pagiſtrale lie, and geue it theſe 
mixtures alptle at ones, to the intent that it be not let oz 
hyndered from ſeethyng x mingle it in fapꝛe ¢ ſoftly. It 
is alſo a great ſpgne r token ÿ the Sope is ſtrong, when it
